Applicant first argues that "The Examiner misquotes the 
specification, suggesting that the first and second tiled are overlaid by the layer". However, the examiner notes that the 35.U.S.C. 1 12 
rejection of claim 16 in the Final Rejection, is based on the fact that Applicant claims "providing a layer in said first and second tiles to 
osbcure said interface". Applicant acknowledges that the specification discloses that layers 10 and 12 are actually overlaid by a layer 16. 
therefore claim 16 is indefinite since there is no layer in layers 10 and 12, but one that overlays them.
